Di>^ii:ne<l for tlic alvancel student, this volume, like its pre- 
decessors, is of a hii^lily teclinical eharaeter, and bristles with 
terminology as vet unfamiliar even to those for whom it is in- 
ten led. Sj far from tliis boin" a drawback, however, it is, on tlio 
contrary, a valuable fciture — making for clearness, c.xactitude, and 
con dentation. 

Not since the appearance of li\y Lankesters article “ Mollusca,’* 
in the ninth edition of the ‘ Encyclopnedia Dritannica,^ has any work 
on this group appearcl comparable to the present volume; hence 
there ein be no question ab^ub the welcome that this latest contri- 
bution will receive. The ‘ Eucyclopcedia ' article marked an epoch 
in the stnly of the ^lollusea, and for many ycirs, indeed, remained 
the only effoetiiil work of refcrcnco on the subject: no more 
striking testimony as to its soli 1 worth can be found than the fact 
that all the more important cjnclu-ions therein arrived at find a 
place in the volume now before us. 

In one or tvo minor matters we find cause for complaint. Tho 
chief of these concerns the unnecessarily vague statements as to 
tho number of living species of Mollusca. Thus on p. 35 we read : 

Descriptive ZDologists have enumerate 1 more than 2"^, 000 species 
of living ^[ollusca, of which more than half are Ga>tropo;ls ” ; while 
on p. 142 we meet with the statement that “Some thirty thousand 
species of Oastropola have been enumerate 1, of which twenty 
thousand belong to the present epoch.” Comment of this kind may 
.savour of quibbling ” : we do not mean to he hypercritical, but 
desiro simidy to draw attention to a small point which might he 
altered in a future edition.

P<irorchis, n. nom,, for Zoirjorcliis, Xicoll, 1900. Jly W,\i. Nicorx, 
^I.A.. D.Sc., Catty Marine Laboratory, St. Andrews. 

The name Z.ojorchisy proposed (Ann. & Mag. Xat. Hist. (7) xvii. 
p. 519) for a Trematode genus represented by Z. acanthus, mihi, 
from the cloaca of Larvs arg^ntata^, having previously been assigned 
by Stafford (Zool. Anz. xxviii. (1905) p. 091) to a genus parasitic 
in II ‘ptilia, it is necessary to alter this. In its place I propose tho 
name Parorchis.
